SPENT ^500 PER MONTH 

A new method of administering re- 
lief work in Narberth was worked 
out this week by Burgess Henry A. 
Frye, chairman of the Narberth Com- 
mittee, in co-operation with the Main 
Line Emergency Committee. 

Under the new plan, which will be 
tried out for one month, a profession- 
al welfare worker. Miss Florence 
Gourley, will have oflRce hours in Elm 
Hall from 9:30 to 10:30 every morn- 
ing except Friday. 

This will eliminate the necessity 
of going to the Federation of 
Churches headquarters in Bryn Mawr 
and provide direct contact with cases 
in the Borough. 

People who know of families need- 
ing assistance may call Miss Gourley 
during these hours at the Borougli 
oflice or leave a message for her there. 

According to Miss Alice Ambler, 
ICxecutive Secretary of the Federa- 
tion of Churches, the new system will 
makes no difference in the amount of 
money to be spent In the Borough. 
All relief funds, she stated, are en- 
lirely separate from overhead, and 
no workers' salaries are paid out of 
relief money.

C. p. Cook, Authority on Local History, 

Gives Old Maps Their Rightful Due 



Maps to most people mean automo- 
bile maps, useful enough when on a 
trip but nothing to delight in for their 
own sake. 

And this is natural enough, for, 
according to Chester Preston Cook, 
of Merion, map making has fallen 
onto evil days. A collector and con- 
noisseur of old maps, Mr. Cook holds 
that the halcyon days of map making 
in this country were from approxi- 
mately 1810 to 1860. 

"The old map makers took pride 
in their work," he said. "They 
weren't paid very much, but they did 
their jobs well. Philadelphia," he add- 
ed, "was the map making center in 
those days, not New York or Boston." 

The modern atlases, used by large 
businesses and municipalities, Mr. 
Cook allows some virtues. The atlas, 
he said, goes into great detail, show- 
ing every individual property owner, 
while the map, in distinction, shows 
less detail but must be drawn to scale 
and show every town and hamlet and 



indicate all political sub-divisions. 

Collecting old maps has been a hob- 
by of Mr. Cook's for many years. In 
fact he has been at it for so long 
that he doesn't recall exactly when he 
did begin. His maps, which total over 
100, exclusive of atlases, are chiefly 
of the area within 100 miles of Phil- 
adelphia. Most of them date from 
after 1800. 

A room in his home on Rockland 
road contains most of his collection. 
Brackets fastened to the wall support 
roll after roll of wall maps, each tag- 
ged and numbered for ready refer- 
ence. Rows of large, bound atlases 
line the floor and smaller folded maps 
are lying about. 

Antique shops and old book stores 
within 100 miles of Philadelphia were 
the sources Mr. Cook scoured in ac- 
quiring his collection, to which he 
still adds a new map now and then. 

The map which Mr. Cook prizes 
most highly of any in his collection

The Child Health Centers conduct- 
ed by the Community Health and Civ- 
ic Association will be reopened begin- 
ning Tuesday, October 18th. They 
have been closed since August 26th 
due to the epidemic of Infantile Pa- 
ralysis. The epidemic has now sub- 
sided and the physicians in charge 
feel the Centers can safely be re- 
opened. 

These Centers, which are maintain- 
ed in the interest of promoting health 
and preventing disease in infants and 
pre-school children, had a total at- 
tendance of 5,881 during the year end- 
ing August 31, 1932. This was an 
increase of 865 over the attendance of 
the preceding twelve months. Of 
this number 499 children were dis- 
covered in the physician's examina- 
tion to have some defect needing at- 
tention and were referred to their pri- 
vate physician or hospital clinic for 
correction and treatment.

An ordinance regulating the direc- 
tion and speed of traffic, the parking 
of vehicles and establishing a traffic 
court, was passed on third readini,' 
and signed by the Burgess at the Oc- 
tober meeting of the Narberth Bor- 
ough Council Monday night. 

According to its provisions the Pub- 
lic Safety Committee of Council, with 
the approval of the Burgess, shall 
have the power and authority to regu- 
late the direction and speed of ve- 
hicular traffic and to fix the time 
xi\i manner in which vehicles may 
bo parked on any or all of the streets 
of the Borough. 

The ordinance provides that no per- 
son shall park or leave standing, un- 
attended, any vehicle on any street of 
the Borough between the hours of 3 j 
A. M. and 6 A. M. 

It further provides that police offi- 
cers in uniform or upon display of 
badge shall have authority to warn 
any operator or any vehicle violat- 
ing any of the regulations covered 
by this ordinance or to notify said 
operator in writing of the time and 
place for a hearing, or he may make 
information of such violation before 
the Burgess or a Justice of the Peace 
of the Borough against any such op- 
erator. 

Violations of regulations of this or- 
dinance shall be subject to a fine of 
not more than fifty dollars with costs,, 
or in case of non-payment ti fines and 
costs, to ten days in jail.

There are two dry candidates 
III id two wets, but the coiitcKt is 
iietwcen the two wets. Ivirl lloovei' 
ciiid F. R. Taylor appear on the 
ballots as friends of the Kighteenlli 
Amendment; Philip C. i'cndleton 
Mild J. William Ditter have both 
espoused the wet cause ; each of the 
l.itter gentlemen adheres pretty 
closely to his national platform — 
Democratic and Republican re- 
spectively. 

Possibly it is Mr. Pendleton's 
doings that the campaign has been 
conducted along these lines. From 
Ihe beginning his whole story has 
heeii: "I have always been against 
lirohibition." He has spoken on 
the theme many times; last Mon- 
day he debated the issue with dry 
Presidential candidate U])sliaw. 

Hut ;\rr. Ditter, who is seasoned 
ill polities, need not conduct his 
camiiaign along so limited a line, 
lie has been labeled "convert" by 
his opponent so often that he has 
Inkeii great pains to restate his 
position on Prohibition. Since 
boMi -Mr. Ditter and -Mr. Pendleton 
lire pledged wet. is it iiol almiil 
liiiu' that .Mr. Pciidli'ion lold iis 
nboiit something else? 

l''or if Prohibit ion is to be llir 
issue, and the county wets are If) 
L'() to the polls for the sole purpose 
iif choosing a Congressman who 
will help to bring back liciiior, .Mr. 
Ditter's platform, which agr(!es in 
most particulai's with that of Presi 
dent Hoover, has some clifince ol' 
NiKrcess. The "outright repeal" tall< 
uf the Democrats is the most dccep 
live windstorm on record. The 
])arty knows that an outright re- 
peal issue presented to the states 
would never find :?(> to ratify the 
repealer. 

On the other hand, the Repuhli 
can program for refoi-m might 
have a chance for success. States 
which would block an effort to 
restore the saloon might well go 
along with a less radical proposal. 
"Outright Repeal" sounds well 
from the platform, but it holds 
'within itself its own failure. Per- 
haps ^\r. Ditter has not been so 
radical or so vehement as hi.s 
opponent along wet lines, but we 
venture to suggest that his pro- 
gi-am will bring Prohibition reform 
while the Democrats are still tilt- 
ing at windmills.

Prob- 
ably our fault-finders are our prod- 
ilors and progress derives from them, 
hut it does seem to The Vagrant some- 
limcs that civilization should be by 
now sufficiently far advanced so that 
l>y constructive suggestions e(iual 
ijiogrc'ss could bo much more smooth- 
ly attained than by the witch-burning 
practices which avo still so prevalent. 
People band themselves together to 
accdiiiplish some worthy or innocent 
object, such as those organizations 
which originally aimed to keep alive a 
cratcful memory of the sterling 
■ lecds of the participants in llu; Amer- 
ican Revolution. An excellent and 
harmless enterprise! But time, forty 
or more years of it, passes and now 
what do we see? An attempt to pro- 
mote patriotism by proscription; more 
"xpenditure of time, effort, breath and 
printer's good ink in denunciation of 
alleged enemies of the Republic than 
in constructive praise of its founders 
and friends!

Instead, th(^y stand on the 
side lines and fulminate against the 
pebbles and debris which litlcn- tie 
way of national progress. They are

cal faculty is becoming too evident! 
Raw Nature 
If The Vagrant did not know how 
tmich time elapses between the actual 
iiiigin of an advertising idea and its 
actual appearance in public, he might 
Ihink, in his vain, little way, that ttie 
l.iK'ky Strike people had been reading 
this column just before they launch- 

(1. in print and on the radio, their 
currently blatant aphorism that nature 
in the raw is seldom mild. Smiling, 
.•-■imny, sardonic nature! The Vagrant 
has told how with mere vegetable, 
reptilian and in.scct strength she en- 
compasses our house lots and our 
dwellings. How much more does she 
invade our own living bodies and. 
forcing her way against all the bar- 

iers raised by our religions, our mor- 
als and our concepts of what is right 
and proper, bend us to her will! No 
wonder that those institutions which 
are wisest in handling human nature 
orovide by means of confessional 
liooth, by absolution, or by Atone- 
ment, observed by the Jews only last 
iVIonday, methods by which puny man 
can purge himself of the marks left 
hy his unequal strife with nature in 
the raw!

THE VAGRANT.

Better than the writers of any 
other ' race, English novelists under- 
stand that the present is the heir of 
the past and the progenitor of the 
future. That which is earthly of a 
man dies and is buried, verdure creeps 
over the mound and slow erosion 
smooths the headstone, yet when his 
name is no longer even a memory, the 
lives of many people are still affect- 
ed through his having lived. Phyllis 
Bentley's "Inheritance" (Macmillan. 
$2.50. Pub. September 13) follows 
this tradition in masterly fashion. 
Through the march of six generations 
the action of a mill owner in in.stal- 
ling new machinery, and the unsel- 
fish opposition of one of his em- 
ployees to this, affected the Ire Val- 
ley in Western England. 

In 1813 William Oldroyd became 
a pioneer of the Industrial Revolu- 
tion by setting up labor-saving ma- 
chinery in his small weaving mill, un- 
deterred by fear of the riots that had 
smashed such machinery in neighbor- 
ing towns, since he regarded hiy 
workers as personal friends. So, un 
suspecting, ha came to his death from 
an ambushed marksman. This mur- 
der and the hanging of three men 
for the deed — Mellor, Bamforth and 
Thorpe — signal! izes the break bet%vecn 
capital and labor. The old paternal- 
istic system of industry gives way to 
individualism and exploitation. Man 
nfnctuicrs on one side, workers on the 
other, the nineteenth century runs its 
course of strikes and child labor and 
bloody riots. The Oldroyds, always 
in the van of mechanical progress, 
erect a manufacturing dynasty; th< 
Mellors constantly flame in bitter re- 
l)ellioii; the Thorpes meet their 
grinding life with sardonic patience; 
while the idealistic Bamforths contin 
ne their efforts to secure justice peace 
fully. 

Kven as the looms shuttle back am! 
forth, so the lives of members of these 
families cross to produce a pattern 
■•olored by threads of birth, love and 
leath. The years bring intcrmarri- 
;ige until all the strains of blood an 
united in David Oldroyd, born <liir 
iiig the World War. At last the nig 
ired Oldroyd character is tempered hy 
the fierce humanity of the Mellors and 
Ihe gentler idealism of the Bam fori lu- 
and in this union is the hope for preK 
less in the future. 

"Inheritance" deserves unusnal 
iir.ii.se because Phyllis Bentley pos 
ic.sses a less versatile ability than 
most first-rank authors. She lack- 
'■iimor, satire and outstanding de 
scriptive powers, but she makes ii|> 
foi' this by handling such talents as 
sbo does possess with perfect art. The 
Lancashire of "Inheritance" is hei 
"wn home; she has taken pains In re 
produce it faithfully and at length, 
instead of cramping it within too nar 
row bands. Her understanding of 
dramatic conflict, fine characterr/a- 
iion and interweaving of the historl 
cal background with the lives of liei 
people combine to give "Inheritance" 
a resistless, surging power.

And now, the first frost. 

""And so long, dahlias! 

And "glads" and all the tender an 
nuals. 

And "Hello, hardy 'mums!' You 
took your time about getting here, 
but you are very welcome — and very 
iiatisfactoryi" Hardy chrysanthe- 
mums will stand quite a bit of light 
early frost, but do not like an ex- 
posed situation in winter. They should 
be located in a protected place or 
mulched lightly — to keep the late win- 
ter sun away. 

Within three or four days after 
the frost has stopped dahlias, they 
should be removed from the ground 
to prevent late growth. Cut the old 
stems within two inches of the sur- 
face, remove about an inch of soil 
and lift the clump of tubers with two 
Corked spades, on on each side — han- 
dle gently so as not to break the 
necks of tubers. Soil may be left on 
the clump, if they are to be stored 
in a fairly dry place where they will 
Mot mold; the soil helps to prevent 
breakage of the tubers. Some grow- 
ers wash all soil from the clumps 
and handle them very carefuly. Re- 
iiK'inbur, that in the spring we will 
want clumps that have several eyes 
and that each eye must be cut with 
a solid neck and a tuber. Broken 
tubers may as well be cut away be- 
fore the clumps are stored. Boxes or 
barrels filed with dry sand or dry 
peat moss may be used for storage, 
In a place that will not become en- 
tirely dry and will not be damp. The 
storage place should not fall to freez- 
ing temperature and should not rise 
to 60 degrees or over. Gladiolus 
and montbretias may be stored under 
the same conditions. Gladiolus bulbs 
may be removed from the ground 
same time as dahlias, allow the stems 
to dry a few days, and then clean 
llie corms, removing old corms, bulb- 
lots (so-called), and stems. Do not 
(ixpcct large new corms from late 
planting; to get good corms for next 
year plant during May. 



This Year's Paralysis 
Exceeded 1916 Cases 



(Continued from Page One) 
he bought for a dollar and a half at 
an antique dealer's at Lumberville 
by the canal along the Delaware. This 
map, listed as number one in his col- 
lection, is John Melish's map of Penn- 
sylvania, published in 1826. Each 
County in the State was done by the 
County surveyor and the whole as- 
sembled under Melish's direction. Mel- 
ish himself prepared the Delaware 
County section. 

One of the most interesting of Mr. 
Cook's collection is John Levering'a 
map of Lower Merion Township. 
Made in 1851, this is believed to be 
the first map to show the Township 
in detail. Charming steel engravings 
along the lower border of the Merion 
Friends' Meeting and the Academy 
at Cynwyd add to its interest. One 
is struck by the comparatively few 
properties and the great extent of 
those. Three farms composed the 
whole of Merion, while parts of three 
accounted for all of what is now Nar- 
berth. Wynnewood, or rather Liber- 
tyville as it was then known, was 
almost wholly encompassed in the 
Owen Jones estate. And so on up 
the line. 

A little table along the border of 
Levering's map provides some curi- 
ous information. The number of in- 
habitants, it states, is 3515; the num- 
ber of taxables, 802; the assessment, 
$11,640 ; area in square miles, 24 ; val- 
uation of real and personal estate, 
$1,783,000. 

Contrast these figures with Lower 
Morion's population by the 1930 cen- 
sus of over 35,000, an increase of ten 
fold ; over 20,000 taxables, and a real j 
estate assessment, exclusive of per- j 
sonal property, of nearly $90,000,000! 
The area alone has remained the same 
as when John Levering drew his map 
in 1851. 

Mr. Cook paid tribute to the work 
of the late A. H. Mueller, of Nar- 
berth, who, he said, was one of the 
finest map makers of recent years. 
Several of Mueller's atlases of the 
Main Line are among Mr. Cook's col- 
lection. 

The collecting and study of old 
maps has naturally led Mr. Cook to 
old books, particularly those dealing 
with local history and gencology. And 
so it is not to be wondered at that 
this genial gentleman, whose son was 
a star football player at Lower Mer- 
ion and, subsequently, at Lafayette, 
should become famed as an authority 
on local history. 



Twenty-two Cases Reported in| 

Former Epidemic Compared 

With 31 This Year 



CONTAGIOUS WARD BILT 



The infantile paralysis that in- 
vaded Lower Merion in 1916 was mild 
compared to the epidemic that visit- 
ed the Main Line this year. 

Owing to the lack of proper lios- 
pital facilities and the obscure na- 
ture of the disease infantile paralysis 
caused more community concern at 
tliat time. Health proclamations were 
issued freely by the health olTicers of 
the Main Line Townships. When 
Samuel Vauclain donated a plot of 
ground on his Rosemont estate a con- 
tagious hospital for the care of pa- 
ralysis cases was erected in ten days. 

Comparative figures showing the 
number of cases that developed in the i 
epidemic of 1916, as compared with j 
the epidemic of 1932, were made pub- 
lic by Marvin E. Reynolds, health of- 
ficer of Lower Merion, at a meeting 
of the Township Board of Health in 
Ardmore Monday night. 

The total number of cases report- 
ed in 1916 was 22, as compared with 
31 cases reported so far this year. 
From July 22 to September 30 in 
1910 t.here were 10 cases ri^poitcd in 
the Township. From July 22 to Sep- 
tember 30 in 1932 there were 31 
cases reported in the Township. 

The epidemic of 1916 began when 
two cases were reported for the week 
beginning July 22 and ending July 
29. The 1932 epidemic began when 
seven cases were reported for the 
week beginning August 5 and (mdiiig 
August 12. In ]9]0 the epidemic sub- 
sided when the last case was report- 
ed during tlie week ending Novem- 
ber 25. 

In 1916 the emergency hospital 
erected on the Vauclain estate had a 
capacity for 15 patients. A resident 
physician and two nurses were as- 
signed to the hospital.

Not too late to plant large clumps 
of irises. Too late to plant small di- 
visions of irises; they will not be able 

10 get rooted before hard frost, al- 
though mulching will help to protect 
(hem from heaving. Not too late to 
plant peonies, provided they are pro- 
tected with a mulch. In fact, most 
hardy perennials may be planted in 
October, at least spring-flowering 
sorts, but all such planting should 
be mulched for the first winter, after 
that they can care for themselves. 
Salt hay is the best mulching mate- 
rial that has been found; it is clean, 
free of weed seeds, free of fungus, 
inexpensive, easy to dispose of — on 
the compost pile. The hay should 
be laid lightly and thinly and then 
another layer laid in the opposite di- 
rection, held down with tree branches 

11 r long, light sticks laid where they 
will not harm plants. The time to 
apply mulch is after the ground has 
become frozen, usually about Christ- 
inas time. The branches of our 
Christmas tree make fine "hold 
downs" and very often about New 
year's Day we will want to apply that 
salt hay. Better have it on hand. A 
bale goes a long way. 

Ever see huckleberry or blueberry 
plants in autumn? The warm rich 
reds of the various heights and forms 
of plants are worth spending a gal- 
lon of gasoline to see. Masses of dog- 
wood trees in fruit and fall color of 
foliage, such as we find at Valley 
Forge and an several private places 
on the way. Along the roadside in 
the country we find the two low su- 
macs have already put on their hunt- 
ing coats. Along the edge of our 
woods we find sassafras trees trying 
to show as much color as the black 
gum, but unable to make the show 
of this most brilliant of our native 
trees.
